The Socialist party, in national com 
eentioo assembled, attain declares it- 
sell as tbe party of the working class, 
and appeals for the support of all 
workers of the United ^aics and of 
alt ciluens who sympalhize with the 
STcat and just cause of labor. 

We arc at this moment in the midst 
of one of those industrial breakdowns 
that periodicallr paralyze the life of 
the nation. The inueh-boasted era of 
our national prosperity has been fol¬ 
lowed by one of general misery. Fac¬ 
tories. nulls and mines are closeiL 
Millions of men. ready, willing and 
able to provide the nation with 
all the necessaries and com¬ 
forts of life, are forced into 
kileness and stanration. Within re¬ 
cent times the trusts and monopolies 
have attained an enormous and men¬ 
acing developn:ent. They have ac¬ 
quired the power to dictate the terms 
upon which we shall be allowed tu 
live. The^ trusts fix the price of our 
bread, me'at and sugar, of our eoaU oil 
and clothing, of our raw material and 
machinery, of all the necessities of life. 

The present desperate condition of 
tbe workers has been made the op¬ 
portunity for a renewed onslaught on 
organized labor. Tlic highest com ft 
of the country have within the last 
y«r tendered decision a^ter decision 
depriving the workers of rights which 
they had won by generations of 
straggle. 

The attempt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners, althrmgh 
defe.ited hy the solidarity of org.sntxed 
labor and the Socialist movement, 
vealed the existence of a far-reaching 
and anscmrmlotis conspiracy hy the 
ruling cta.ss against the organizations 
of labor. 

In their efforts to take the lives of 
the leaders of the miners the 
conspirators violated the state laws 
and the federal constitution in a man¬ 
ner seldom equated even in a coun¬ 
try so completely dominated by the 
profit-scekiiig class as is tbe United 
States. 

The congres,s of the United States 
has shown its contempt for the in¬ 
terests of labi>r as plainly and un¬ 
mistakably as have the other branches 
of government. The laws for 
which the lalior organizations have 
contimially petitioned ha%*e failed to 
pass. Laws ostensibly enai ted for the 
benefit of labor have been diivtorted 
against labor. 

The w'orking class of the United 
States cannot expect any remeily 
for its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent ruling class <»f from the dominant 
parties. So long as a small number 
of individuals are permitted to control 
the sources of the nation's wealth 
for their private profit, in com¬ 
petition with each other and for tbe 
exploitation of their fellowmen, in¬ 
dustrial depressions are hound to oc¬ 
cur at certain intervali. No currency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitalist reformers can 
avail against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. 

IndividuM competition leads in¬ 
evitably to combinations and tnist.s. 
No amount of goverument regulation, 
or of publicity, or of restrictive legis¬ 
lation. will arrest the natural course 
of modern industrial dev’elopment. 

While our courts, legislatures 
and executive offices remain in the 
hands of the ruling classes and their 
agents, the government wilt be used
